The Committee dealing with the 
increase in the cost of living is con- 


* tinuing its work and up to the pre- ’ 


gent time has dealt almost exclusiv- 
ely with the prices of bread. In a few 


instances, during recent days, the re- 


tail price of bread has been brought 
down by 10 per loaf and it is interest- 
ing to know that at a meeting of the 
‘bakers in Toronto where the price of 
bread was increased to 180 per loaf, 
a member of the W.P.T.B, attended 
and was quite satisfied that the in- 
crease of 3c to 180 should take place. 
It is expected that’ the Committee 
will now move on to other items and 
from present appearance, a lot of 
work has got to be Gone unless some 
unforseen circumstances will bring 
about a lowering of prices, 


On March ist’ an announcement 
was made by the Rt. Honorable C. D. 
Howe, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, dealing with support prices of 
oats and barley and this reads as 
follows: “During the current crop 
season support prices for both oats 
and barley are in effect and the Gov- 
ernment intends to extend this to 
July dist, 1949 at the same support 
levels prevailing this crop year. Oats 
will continue to be supported at lev- 
els based on 61% for No, 1 feed oats 
in store Fort William-Port Arthur 
with other grades at approximate dif- 
ferentials to be fixed from time to 
time by the Wheat Board, Barley will 
also be supported at 90c per bushel 
for No. 1 feed barley in store Fort 
William-Port with other 
grades at app te differentials 
to be fixed from time to time by the 
Wheat Board. The purpose in making 
this announcement at this time is to 
enable producers of oats and barley 
to plan their operations for the com- 
ing crop year with the assurance that 
market prices will ppt decline below 
the support levels. As in the present 
crop year the Canadian Wheat Board 
will be directed to implement this 
policy,” 

Another announcement of vital in- 
terest to prairie farmers was made 
over the radio on March 6th, when it 
was made known that 88 nations had 
signed a wheat agreement for a 4- 
year period, According to this an- 
nouncement the maximum price of 
wheat per bushel is set at $2.00 while 
the floor for 1048 is fixed at $1.60; 
for 1949-—$1.40; for 1950—$1.80 and 
for 1951--$1,20. At this time I have 
not got any further information on 
Ala agreement but -will perhaps deal 
mith it in my next report. Farmers, 
for a number of years, have been 
looking forward and doing every- 
thing possible to have a long-term 
wheat agreement, but it would seem 
that if there is to be a ceiling on the 
price of wheat and other grains, a 
ceiling should also be placed on the 
price of the things the farmer has to 
buy in order to produce his grain; 
otherwise the benefits accruing un- 
der a long-term agreement may be 
consumed by the higher cost of pro- 
duction, 

With respect to. the interim pay- 
ment on the 1945-1946 and 1947 wheat 
crops, a resolution is now on the 
Order Paper preceding 
which will provide for this payment. 
There are other matters included in 
the resolution with which some of the

garden which is dry before the rest. 
This is the spot to plant the very 
early “things, hardy vegetables and 
flowers that can go in the ground 
just as soon as one can get out and 
dig. Frost and snow later on will not 
hurt these, and some of them must 
make their first growth while soil 
and air are cool, 


‘Among the vegetables in this cat- 
egory will be radish, leaf lettuce, 
spinach, early onions and the hardiest 
of the garden peas. Of course, this 
refers to first plantings only. Main 
plantings should go in later, 
final plantings after that. With vege- 
tables it is important to string out 
the plantings so that the ravest will § 
tbe equally extended, All the vege- 
tables mentioned can de planted at 
least three times, a fortnight apart, 
and some like lettuce and radish, 
carrots, beets, beans, etc, can be 
planted at intervals right up to the 
first week in July,

Among the hardy flowers will be 
thimgs like cosmos, marigolds, pan- } 
Ses, gweet peas and anything else { 
listed as very hardy ina Canadian 
seed catalogue. Some of these are so | 
resistant to frost that they sow them 
selves and come on as volunteer 
plants in the spring. Some of them, 
especially sweet peas, must be plant- 7 
ed just as soon as possible in the 
spring if they are to make proper 
growth before the hot weather checks 
them. 


In your Planning 


No matter how unfavorable the 
location there is some flower, vege- 
table or shrub that will thrive in it, } 
The ideal garden, of course, is open 
to the sun and the soil is a rich, well- 
drained loam, But there are many 
plants which do not like these ideal 
conditions, Some flowers, vegetables 
and certain varieties of grass, prefer 
shade, some want acid soil rather 
than sweet, some like heavy clay bet- 
ter than loam or sand. 

The thing in planning is to con- 
sider these special Hikes and dislikes, 
then to select those plants that suit 
ones special location. 

Most vegetables, however, are 
pretty keen on a generous amount of 
sun, but they have distinct likes and 
dislikes in the matter of soil, For 
deep-rooted things Mke carrots, pot- 
atoes, etc., it is important that the 
solls be fairly loose at least a foot 
down. Certain types prefer sandy 
soil to clay. But no matter what the 
soil is like to start with by a little 
planning and care one can change it 
fairly easily. 

Solls to Fit 

If very wet and heavy it may be 
necessary to drain the garden either 
by tile drains or shallow, open tren- 
ches, These heavy soils, too, will 
greatly benefit if manure, rotted 
leaves and all other vegetable matter 
is dug in. Some people make a prac- 
tice to sow halt the garden with some 
green crap like rye, buckwheat or 
clover and dig in when well grown. 
Even a good crop of weeds will help 
E aug under. All waste matter linw 
pea pods, carrot tops, corn stalk, 
te., should be saved and dug in. 

Strangely enough the same treat- 
ment is good for light, sandy soil,
